General Association of Mass.—Correspon- 

dence with the Old and New School General 

Ebrrons Paciric:—The General Associ- 
ciation of the Congregational Ministers in 
Mass., met in the South Church in this city 
last week. It is not my purpose to speak in 
detail of its doings. There was one sub- 
ject, however, which came up, that is de- 
serving a passing notice. I refer to the 
question of continuing the correspondence 
with the two General Assemblies of the 
Presbyterian denomination. There are 
some among our clergy who think that cor- 
respondence with those ecclesiastical bodies 
involves complicity with them in their po- 
sition on the subject of Slavery. There 
are others who feel that the public ac- 
tion of the two Assemblies renders it im- 
possible for this correspondence to be main- 
tained on terms of equaltty, inasmuch as, 
while they are at full liberty to say what 
they please to us through their delegates, 
they decline interference or rebuke from us 
through our delegates on that same vexed 
subject. The action referred to, on which 
this belief is founded is the following: In 
response to acommunication from the Gen- 
eral Association of Mass., the Old School 
General Assembly in 1850, passed this res- 
olution. 

“ Resolved, That our delegate to the next 
General Association of Massachusetts, be 


directed to inform that venerable body, 
that this General Assembly must consider

the meeting. Of the last class—the ultra 
Congregationalists—there were none who 
would avowedly advocate a discontinuance 
of the correspondence, on the ground as- 
cribed to them—yet there are a few minis- 
ters in Massachusetts, who would probably 
act on it. Of the first class—the complici- 
ty class—there are more; and their num- 
ber is yearly increasing. But they are 
not our more profound or charitable men. 
The middle class—who think the corres- 
pondence cannot be maintained as between 
peers—inclades a large section of our best 
men; and if it is found, that, in point of 
fact, there is any practical obstacle, no mat- 
ter what the resolutions may be that have 
been adopted by the two Assemblies, to the 
freest and fullest expression of the Chris- 
tian sentiments of our Churches through 
our delegates, when made ina courteous 
and christian manner,—the clergy of Mass- 
achusetts will unite with this class, almost 
to a man, in the opinion that the correspon- 
dence ought to cease. There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of any, unless we ex- 
cept two or three apologists of Slavery, to 
continue it on any unequal footing, nor on 
condition of being silent in reference to 


slaveholding. But it is not yet believed | 
that the resolutions of the General Assem- 
blies truly represeat the practical workings . 
of the correspondence. For our delegates 
to the Assemblies tell us that they do utter 
their sentiments on this subject with all 


kindly heard. And the delegates from 
them assure us we may say what we please 
in expressing our own opinions. Evident- 
ly the resolutions and practice clash. A 
short time will determine which is right.— 
A large number of the General Association 
were disposed to adopt the side of the incon- 
sistency which is most congenial to charity 
and the continuance of these modes of fra- 
ternal intercourse, yearly growing less, it is 
feared, between the Presbyterian and Con- 
gregational denominations. These men will 
bleed at the heart, if they shall be con- 
strained never again to shake hands in this 
public way with their Presbyterian breth- 
ren, or do it under terms of inequality and 
humiliation. The latter they cannot do. 
The subject was finally disposed of by re- 
ferring it to the Local Associations to re- 
port to the General Association next year, 
The two Assemblies were very ably rep- 
resented by Dr. DeWitt of Harrisburg, 
Penn., (N. S.) and Dr. McGill of Prince- 
ton, N. J., (O. S.) NauxkRAd. 


The Law of Personal Retaliation for Inju 


Extract from a recent sermon by Rev. 8. K. Willey. 

If you trace back the antecedents of 
those men who were concerned in this out- 
rage upon Mr. Sumner, either as accesso- 
ries or principals, you will find thatin those 
parts of the country from whence they 
came, there is a law of personal retaliation 
for injuries. It is an unwritten law. In- 
deed it is contrary to the spirit and letter 
of all written law ; nevertheless it is a 
living law, children learn it when they are 
young, boys hold each other to account ac- 
cording to it, before their beards are grown, 
not in play only, but in sober earnest, 
—and sometimes when smarting under dis- 
eipline, they have taken the extreme of | 
vengeance in murdering their teachers. It 
is a law that overrides all other law. It | 
is a law of which the person aggrieved, ic } 
at once the judge and the executioner — 
When he pleases, by what means he plea- 
res, and in what measure he pleases he may 
mete out its penalty. In years gone by, its 
execution was comparatively rare, and was 
confined within certain bounds. But now 
it has grown very bold, and claims the 
right to extend itself over the land. It is 
one of the leading features of a certain 
style of civilization that is seeking to ex- 
tend itself everywhere. With brazen im- 
pudence it assumes to beat down everything 
in its way. Its onsets have hitherto been 
directed particularly against freedom of 
speech and the freedom of the press — 
Over whole sections of the land it has es- 
tablisbed a strict watch over the Post Of-

The following letter appeared in the New |

The letter is eminently worthy of re-publi- 
cation, as presonting the whole issue most 
briefly. The reference in the first sentence 
will remind our readers of the probable ef- 
forts of men, who could not contradict facts 
here, to create public sentiment abroad. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE HERALD. 


To an unsophisticated reader, unacquain- 
ed with California affairs, there is some- 
thing quite inexplicable in the contradicto- 
ry character of your correspondence from 
San Francisco. A plain tale, however, and 
a short one, will enable those who desire it 
to comprehend the true state of the case. 
What I have to say I shall say over my 
own signature, that my friends and neigh- 
bors there may know who is nsible if 
I err in any statement I make, although in 
reply to anonymous scribblers who attack 
the memory of the dead who differ from 
them, as all the good do from the continu- 
al workers of mischief. The letter in your 
columns of June 22, dated San Francisco, 
May 21, consisting of over two columns of 
the Herald, is a sort of literature with 
which we are quite familiar in Sao Fran- 
cisco.

Labors of the Committee Closing: 


It is said that the present active operations 
of the Vigilance Committee are drawing to a 


and will receive the thanks of the great portion 
of this people. They have now reclaimed the 
ballot-box from the hands of men who bought 
and sold offices with an audacity beyond the Si- 
mony of an insolent aristocracy, or of an infa- 
mous priesthood. New safeguards have been 
thrown around human life, and men who have 
been long accustomed to take law into their own 
hands, caning and killing men like brutes, will 
find that a new public sentiment has been crea- 
ted, or an old one re-asserted, which has broken 
forever their barbaric rule. If this revolution 
had been the unchaining of a people long re- 
pressed by a servitude that had nursed every 
thirsting passion, there would have been little 
chance for the lives of those that opposed it. 
It was the deliberate movement of a people act- 
ing in their conscious might and freedom, and 
sworn only to put down corruption, sparing 
everything that is worthy. Had the nominal 
rulers of the people, but their perfidious ser- 
vants, resisted to blood, the plough-share of re- 
form would have been driven through with re- 
lentless force, Not an excess has been commit- 


ted, not one act of public wrong has been 


done. 

The right of such a revolution every one ad- 
mits ; though concerningjits necessity, there are 
different opinion. The most respectable “law 
and order” journal, the Legal Intelligencer, con- 
ceded this, as indeed all do and can but do. It 
gays: 

“ That the people or “ the government have 
the right to go back to first principles, and 
abolish the institutions under which they live, 
is indisputable, as well legally as morally, and 
which has been done over and over again, in 
France and England. The only question here 
is, whether there exists such a necessity.” 

The right of revolution includes the right of 
superceding, or even forcibly ejecting, unworthy 
or distrusted rulers. The necessity is the only 
question. And of this who are to be the judg- 
es? Are the officials themselves, and their re- 
tainers and dependents, of every grade? Oer- 
tainly not. Are the gamblers and thieves, and 
vagabonds and harlots, who wish public virtue 
to run low? Surely not these. Both these 
classes then being set aside as incapable of deci- 
ding the question of “ necessity,” we hazard the 
assertion then, that, aside from these two large 
classes in Oalifornia, the officers and those in- 
terested in office on the one hand, and the men 
of guilt and connivers of guilt on the other, 
including certazn classes of lawyers, there is not 
besides, so many others as these in all the State, 
of disinterested, reputable persons, who disap- 
prove of the Committee. We have heretofore 
described those who favor the Committee, and 
we here describe those who are opposed to it. 
We make this statement as the result of careful 
though: and examination, and it is our delibe- 
rate opinion. The fact, then, that the great 
mass of the people, deliberately and with un- 
changing conviction, look upon the organiza- 
tion ef the Committee as necessary, is a pretty 
strong presumption that it was so. 

For the interested ones of either class which 
we specified, we have no apology to make. 
Their taunts, especially of those who once fa- 
vored the Committee in other years, when their 
papers and their souls were their own, sound 
much like the invective which Thomas Paine, 
a distinguished advocate of “ reason” and “law” 
and “order” hurled from the stews of Paris 
against Washington, the Father of his country. 
For the others it may not be difficult to account 
for their position, in their professional connection 


_ and the influences of education, association and 


prejudice. There were noble, most noble though 
mistaken men among the Tories of the revo- 
lution, who styled the revolution a “rebellion” and 
our fathers, rebels.“ Yet the “rebellion” suc- 
ceeded and “ order” was found to have its empire 
and firm seat in the hearts of a free and sober 
people, not in any form held superstitiously as 
a sacred thing, more sacred in itself than all the 
interests of man. And from that revolution 
immeasurable benefits flowed even to those and 
their children who would have delivered patriots 
once to the gallows. 

Croakers exist who will not fail to attribute 
every disorder in the State, every failure of jus- 
tice, every crime, to the workings of the Com- 
mittee. Our worst wish for them all is, that 
they, if worthy men, may live long to enjoy in 
common with us all, a state of things improved, 
though far from perfect, while this is earth and 
we are but men. Violence we expect not to 
end yet. Judges will still lay stripes on the 
backs of individuals of the sovereign people, 
American citizens. Men will still carry wea- 
pons, ready to usurp the office of him of “ the 
pale horse,” and to send their fellow sinners to 


the judgment seat of the Almighty. The de- 


fenders of criminals long scattered from their 
haunts and hungry for prey, will hasten back to 
the now silent halls of justice. The din of po- 
litical strife will craze men. And yet for all 
this, a far better moral sentiment prevails to-day 
in this State than ever before, and there is more 
to bind here the resident and allure the emigrant 
than ever before. There is more hope for edu- 
cation and religion. The children of the free 
alone excel. “We would’ rather preach to pa- 
triots under arms than to slaves in chains. And 
now if in the hour of our country’s peril we 
have so discharged our duty as to bring peace 
to our consciences, let us pledge ourselves to 
perform each duty of the citizen more faithfully 
in the future than in the past. Not our institu- 
tions, but the people are the keepers of our lib- 
erty, and “eternal vigilance is the price of 
freedom.” 

Bat these are, with§all their interests. in 
reality only our lesser duties. Our eternal citi- 
zenship is of far more concern than this which 
men battle so manfully to maintain. The best 
condition here is far short of the future felicity 
promised as the reward of holiness. But only 
exalted purity can prepare us for that citizen- 
ship which, once gained, can never be forfeited. 
“Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? and 
who shall stand in his holy place? He that hath 
clean hands and a pure heart, who hath not 
lifted up his soul unto vanity nor sworn de- 
ceitfully.” A power which we may not resist 
shall soon be folded around us to bear us to 
other scenes than these. Be it without regrets 
for what we may have done here, or misgivings 
for what shall meet us there.

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A few days ago, as some gentlemen were con- 
versing in Sacramento upon the street, one of 
them said, Why, it has come to such a state 
of things that one can’t shoot a man down in 
the etreet, but they will call it murder.” That 
is itexactly. That is just the state of public 
sentiment to which this State has yet to come. 
In a quiet New England town such an express- 
ion as we have quoted would seem utterly ab- 
surd. There the man who, on some fancied in- 


shoot down another is branded as a murderer, 
just as much as though he murdered for money. 
What right has he, save in a primitive state of 
society where there is no government, to redress 
his own wrongs? The motive for murder may 
not seem so mean. But the wrong done to so- 
ciety is the same. It is violating a fundamental 
idea of government, viz: that every individu- 
al surrenders his right of personal redress of 
wrongs for the sake of the common protection 
and justice to be derived through the workings 
of government. There is no government under 
this state of things, but every man is liable to 
be made the victim of villains who may fancy 
that their honor has been wounded. Casey’s 
honor was wounded and he took the life of Mr. 
King. Mr. Hetherington was injured and he 
assaulted Dr. Randall, and shot at him after he 
was wounded and had retreated from him. 

Not only is the injury to society most vital, 
but in the passions which inspire it, the deed is 
hateful. Malignity is the very soul of murder, 
_whether the black fiend be hidden in the dress 
of a“ gentleman,” or the rags of an outcast.— 
It is black passion. It is that hatred, to ap- 
pease which its victim must lie bleeding and 
stiffening in death. It makes human life as 
cheap as its own fiendish gratification. The 
murderer for money may be meaver, but he is 
not a less loathsome object than the passionate 
man, thinking to avenge his honor by taking hu- 
man life. It is murder and we will write it so, 
and men will speak it so, and the tribunals of 
jast judgment will punish it as such. The mur- 
derer with red hands will no longer stalk through 
the wtreet an honored man. These deeds are 
now regarded in their true light, and the future 
courts of the State will be held responsible so 
to govern their decisions. Nay, the man who 
associates with the refined and the true, has less 
excuse than he has around whom no such influ- 
ences gather.

The support of venerable limbs, these useful 
articles are connected with pleasant associations. 
As presents bestowed upon statesmen, they re- 
present ideas of dignity and greatness. They 
pass between friends as mementos of esteem.— 
They are preserved and carried with interest 
over thousands of miles and through long years. 
They are used by the young, not so much in the 
hurry of business which absorbs all thought, 
as in the leisurely stroll when each familiar ob- 
ject seen around, or borne by the person may 
lead the mind away in pleasant reverie.

In anticipation 
of such use in vindicating honor, personal or 
sectional, against which a dog may not lift his 
tongue, we have selected material peculiarly 
adapting this cane to its destined use. It is not 
made of the live oak of any gallant ship of our 
country, nor is it a reed from a storied land with- 
out strength or durability. It is a new inven- 
tion, a material adapted toa great variety of 
uses, but peculiarly useful for its present pur- 
poses, as including the qualities of tenacity and 
hardness combined with elasticity and withi- 
ness. It is braced with a rod of iron within 
and loaded with lead, representing the knock- 
down argument. Then, gallant citizen, receive 
this mark of our confidence. Spare neither 
young nor old. Shrink not from the rebuke of 
age or reputed wisdom.

True to American instinct, some one has 
located a claim,” with the view of tracing the 
stream farther up and bringing it out for mi- 
ning purposes. We hope soon to obtain the re- 
sults of an exploration of this new object of cu- 
riosity. To the great falls and big trees, cave 
and hot springs, springs of tar and beds of nat- 
ural soap—we may now add, in California, an 
underground river, which may be connected 
with mammoth caves. 


Peritovs Posrrion.—A party of gentlemen 
and ladies recently visited the Y o-Hamite Falls. 
Two of the gcatlemen made very narrow escapes 
from venturing too carelessly over the clifis. 
One of them, on the edge of a precipicejthree or 
four hundred feet in height, where he had sta- 
tioned himself to assist some ladies in passing, 
placed his foot upon a piece of moss on a wet 
and shelving spot, close upon the verge. The 
moss gave way and he fell upon the inclined 
rock clinging to it, as upon the roof of a house 
with no prominent object within his grasp. It 
was some little time before he was rescued. 
Another of the party slid down a similar shelv- 
ing rock towards the verge of an immense preci- 


when the water ran over the spot. The tree 
slid with him a few feet but caught upon an in- 
dentation in the rock.

men of Speech in Oregon. 


We have been called upon by Mr. John 
Beeson, an elderly gentleman late from Rogue 
River Valley, where his family yet remains. Mr. 
Beeson was compelled to leave the Valley on 
account of his open and avowed hostility to the 
Indian war, and the fear that representations 
which he had made abroad by letters, would 
be likely to interfere with the appropriation the 
Oregonians hope to receive from Government. 

Mr. Beeson has shown us several letters 
from himself, published in the Oregon Argus, 
from which it appears that not only himself, 
but others have steadily resisted the encroach- 
ments, aggressions, and brutal cruelties, through 
which individuals have provoked the hostility of 
the Indians; and that, influenced by motives 
drawn from the Word of God, he has sought to 
lead men to treat the Indian tribes as human 
beings, and not as brutes. While other papers 
refased his communications, the Argus has pub- 
lished them. Other men, holding the same 
opinions as himself, have been induced through 
feur to remain silent. 

It is well known that Gen. Wool displeased 
the Oregonians because he would not wage an 
exterminating warfare against the Indians. 
Gen. Palmer has likewise shared the same oblo- 
quy for similar sentiments; and the clamor for 
his removal in consequence of those sentiments 
has been successful, Dr. McLaughlin, the old 
and honored agent of the Hudson Bay Company 
has pronounced the war a wicked and needless 
one. At this distance we cannot as yet judge 
of it fally. Doubtless it is the old story of In- 
dian wars in the later settlements of the coun. 
try ; when lust and violence and the shooting 
of Indians as cattle, the breaking of every faith, 
the requiring of everything and yielding no 
right, forced the Indians to fight. The depre- 
dations of a few expose the lives of the innocent 
who are disposed to deal truly with the Indians. 
In the end the war becomes necessary ; in the 
beginning it comes from the baseness and iniqui- 
ty of individuals. They will have the sin to 
answer for. The lives of innocent families as 
well as the blood of the poor, hunted Indians 
be upon the head of those whom lust and vio- 
lence impel to the cowardly business of trespass- 
ing upon the weak. 7 

We feel a deep sympathy for this worthy 
man, who has been driven from his home and 
family, to seek shelter from the violence of hate- 
ful, wicked men. A man of peace and religion, 
he has offended no law save that of brute cen- 
sorship of speech. He is cast in our midst, and 
we invoke Christian hospitaliiy that he may 
not suffer here. 


Editorial Correspondence- 


Camp.—Rich Quartz. Seven miles 
south-west of Murphy’s is Angel’s Camp. One 
year since it was swept clean by a fire, which, 
beginning at the extreme upper end, passed 
down the whole length to the last building, 
leaving not a single house standing. But the 
town has risen from its ashes, with more build- 
ings and larger, and many of them of stone.— 
Around the place are some good ravine and sur- 
face diggings, but the principle mining impor- 
tance of the town, is in its gradually develop- 
ing quartz mining resources. These differ from 
any other locality which we have yet visited, 
being indeed of such a character, that they can 
scarcely be classed among quartz mines. The 
veins are numerous, scattered, and generally very 
narrow. But as they are traced downward they 
converge, gradually uniting with larger veins, 


vet ever maintaining their uniform richness.— 


These veins are generally soft and crumbly 
more so than the slate through which they shoot 
up: sometimes appearing much like dark yellow 
ochre, and again of a very porous, brittle, glass, 
like oxide of iron. Sometimes the vein is evi- 
dently quartz, but so decomposed that it is ea- 
sily broken with the pickaxe, and one-half may 
be washed in a sluice. But in this case, all the 
pebbles and stones are thrown out to be crushed, 
and are often found to be hard quartz. Other 
veins again, and especially when followed down 
to a great depth, become regular, solid white 
quartz, in which much of pure crystalized iron 
pyrites is to be seen. This the miners always 
regard as a very encouraging sign. The iron py- 
rites often so coats the gold that it is impossi- 
ble to catch it with quicksilver, since it will not 
amalgamate. The gold from the soft veins is 
some of the finest and purest that we have seen ; 
fine as flour, and perfectly bright and clear. 
We should judge that the quartz mines in this 
locality bid fair to become some of the most im- 
portant and extensive yet known in the State. 
For a mile the veins have been traced. The 
section coursed by the parallel veins is perhaps 
a mile in width, and they lie so close together, 
that in some cases the whole intervening rock 
may be profitably crushed. Only one small 
mill is yet put up, the work thus far expended 
being chiefly in prospecting. The proprietors 
seem determined to advance slowly and surely. 

The discovery of these veins was fortuitous. 
A quartz dike extends past this place nearly a 
hundred miles in length, north and south. 
Sometimes it forms a white capping ridge on the 
tops of high mountains; and in some places, as 
at Carson Hill, this ridge was found rich in gold. 
An excitement at one time arose about it, and 
for miles the ridge was marked off in claims. 
A Mr. Winters who had recently come, to the 
country with his family, visited the place in 51, 
and finding no spot unclaimed set out to return 
below. As he was proceeding ke was attracted 
from his path by a piece of white marble at- 
tached to a root turned up, and which he at first 
supposed to be a written notice posted on the 
stump. They laid a claim on the spot; and 
hence the discovery of these rich veins which we 
have described, and which. were reached only 
after two years of faithful prospecting. Now 
the claim could not be purchased, except for a 
vast amount of money. Socially, Angel’s Camp 
is in advance of many other towns ; it is unusu- 
ally orderly and sober. It has two schools, a 
male and female teacher, a large Division of the 
Sons of Temperance, a temple of forty members, 
Odd Fellows and Masons lodges, and about 
forty families within a mile of the Post Office. 

San Anpreas.—From Angel's about sixteen 
miles northwest, by a few small dilapidated 
towns, we came to San Andreas, around which, 
one year since, excellent tunnel diggings were 
supposed to have been struck. These tunnels 
seemed to have failed, but ravine diggings on a 
branch of the Mokelumne river support a town 
of some two hundred and fifty inhabitants. We 
were not particularly impressed with their ener- 
gy in respect to those things which improve 
society ; yet we made the acquaintance of some 
worthy people and hope to visit them again 
under more favorable circumstances, when money 
shall be more plenty after the rains of the com- 
ing winter. 

Norra Braxcu—Two miles farther down 
the river is a, pleasant country community, in- 
cluding some fourteen families scattered within 
three-quarters of a mile around their Post Office:

Such a com- 
munity as this we love to visit; it seems like 
home, where the people are living, enjoying and 
improving themselves. They are more hopeful 
and better than places of mere trade and busi- 
ness, where men with little exercise of generous 
traits of human nature, live heartless, soulless, 
only like cog-wheels, turning and plying by 
one another to grind out nothing but money, 
money ; now and then snatching after some bare 
excitement in the way of theaters, politics, daily 
news and novels. 

HII. — Seven miles farther 
along, up a rolling, broken, romantic region to 
the northeast, is Mokelumne Hill, the shire town 
of Calaveras county. It occupies a high ele- 
vated position, and commands one of the finest 
prospects of any large town which we have 
visited in the mountains of California. Tunnel- 
ing was here commeneed at an early day, along 
an exceedingly rich lead west of the town; while 
in the region of the lead, great numbers of ex- 
pensive shafts were sunk and costly tunnels 
driven, which were an entire loss to the work- 
men. Also very extensive surface and ravine 
mining was carried on and is so still, though the 
average yield has come down to no more than 
about three dollars a day. Some few are net- 
ting large receipts. The town is one of the 
most pleasant and well-built places in the mining 
region. Two years since it was entirely burned 
all but its suburbs. But immediately it com- 
menced re-building in a substantial manner, of 


vided. Among the different results of ancient 
voleanic action, producing in some places streams 
of molten lava, in others, rivers of boiling mad, 
ashes and water, and every variety of mixture, 
a stratum of peculiar rock was here formed, 
light, brittle, unstratified, easily wrought and of 
variegated colors, often flesh color and even red ; 
a stone that is perfectly proof against the ac- 
tion of heat. Of this material, all their large 
buildings, their Court house and others are built, 
giving the town a peculiarly beautiful and 
stable appearance, which awakens the admira- 
tion of the visitor and creates a feeling of secu- 
rity against fire to the inhabitants, which is 
unknown in other mountain towns. The society 
here, like other county towns in California, in- 
cludes some of the worst and lowest of human 
beings, if such can be said to belong to society, 
and also some of the most worthy people and a 
good number of very fine families whose ac- 
quaintance we have made. All the common 
social and reformatory societies of the country 
are here found, besides a good Church of Christ 
on the old basis of the New England Churches, 
with an excellent and talented minister, Rev. 
Mr. Zelie. Divine service is observed regularly 
in the Court room each Sabbath; but for the 
greatest prosperity of religious society a place 
of worship is needed, dedicated wholly to reli- 
gions observances. May the people remember 
that while their Pastor ministers to them in 
spiritual things, it is both the dictate of reason 
and the requirement of God that they shall min- 
ister abundantly to him in temporal things. 
Before closing, we should say that upon these 
high hills, where it might seem that nothing of 
importance would grow, we visited one of the 
finest vegetable gardens that we ever saw.

For the Pacific, 
Are You Ready for the Question? 

Orrizens :—The question is upon the suppress- 
ion of the rule of personal vengeance,—a law 
otherwise known as the law of the Bowie-knife 
and the Pistol. Are you ready for the question ? 
This law takes on two forms. One is that of 
the duel, by which one individual challenges an- 
other to single combat with deadly weapons,— 
and the other is that of assassination, by which 
one attacks another wherever he can be found, 
and murders him if he can. The first was pro- 
hibited in the Constitution of the State, under 
the severest penalties. This prohibition was 
afterward carried out by the enactment of cor- 
responding laws, which, to oar shame and irre- 
parable injury, have been, to this hour, a dead 
letter. The second is a crime of so barbardhs 
a character, that it is recorded as one of the 
gravest offences against the peace and dignity 
of the State. The substance of the rule in ques- 
tion is this: 

Any man, deeming himself sufficiently aggriev- 
ed, may avenge himself upon his adversary by 
an open and public assault, even to the extent of 
taking life ; and all legislation inconsistent here- 
with, shall in such cases be null, and of no effect ; 
and officers af justice are expected to conduct 
themselves accordingly. 

For illustration of the practical working of 
these two forms of violence, refer to the follow- 
ing cases. 

Denver vs. Gilbert, shot dead in a duel. 

Gwin ws. McOorkle, shots exchanged, but 
quarrel settled without bloodshed. ~ 

Bateman vs. Soule, public and deadly as- 
sault, without previous notice, which, however, 
did not have a fatal termination. : 

Herbert vs. a hotel servant, assassinated in 
public. 

Casey vs. King, assaulted and mortally wound- 
ed by a pistol shot in the public street. 

Murray vs. Hill, assaulted and maimed with 
a deadly weapon. 

Hetherington vs. Randall, attacked and shot 
dead in the office of a hotel. Together with 
others too numerous to mention. 

This question is pressed to issue by its friends. 
A decision is not sought in the ordinary way. 
The law is not written. It is presented for enact- 
ment before no deliberative or legislative body. 
It is sought to be enacted by custom, and to be 


ist, and to override all other law, human or di- 
vine. Acting upon this assumption, its advo- 
cates proceed accordingly, and defy justice — 
They declare the vote passed in their favor, and 
assume the law to be established, in the absence 
of any combined and forcible public decision to 
the contrary. This assumption, to be sure, is 
assumption only, and it is that of but few indi- 
viduals comparatively, but if it is not denied 
and resisted, it will have the effect of being the 
decision of a majority. Hence the necessity of 
a “show of hands :” the utterance of the public 
voice upon this question. Unless the law of 
personal revenge is the will of the people, which 
it is not,—the people can alone prevent its es- 
tablishment, by exercising their power, anp rur- 
TING Ir DowN. Its advocates, by their conduct, 
have put it distinctly to this issue, and here it 
must be met and decided. 

Tue Errror or run Decision.—If the advo- 
cates of the law of personal revenge prevail, the 
effect may be easily foreseen. We have had 
enough of the effect of the attempt to enforce 
it here already, to intimate what the state of 
things would be under its complete reign. The 
law in question, is one of which each individual 
is at once judge and executive. Every individ- 
ual is to determine for himself when he is suffi- 


ciently insulted or offended to warrant an attack 


upon his adversary. He is also the judge of the 
time, place, and mode of attack, and the extent 
to which he will carry it if he can. And all 
who uphold this barbarous law, combine to see 
the individual go uowhipped of justice,” if he 
escapes from the hands of the party attacked, 
and the attack is so planned, in most cases, as 
to insure this in the outset. If this “ higher 
law is inaugurated among us, boys in school 
will quickly catch the spirit of it, and feel insult- 
ed by wholesome discipline, and take the liberty 
of seeking revenge in taking the lives of their 
teachers. Free speech will be at an end, except 
at the peril of instant assassination, if any per- 
sons choose to take offense. The press will be 
under the same despotism, and be able to speak 
only in a prescribed way, except at the risk of 
life. 

It is not necessary to add more at present.— 
We have had experience already to teach us 
the working of this law of revenge so far. And 
this only foreshadows what would be the effect 
of its fall establishment. If the contrary opin- 
ion prevails, the liberty of the personal redress 
of wrongs will be suppressed. Individuals will 
be obliged to leave that to society. They will 
be compelled to seek it through the laws, where 
all stand on an equality, and all will be treated 
as they deserve. It is one characteristic of true 
civilization, that individuals yield the right of 
avenging their wrongs to society, and receive 
protection in their persons and property from 
seciety through its laws and officers. This is 
real “law,” this is true “order.” If the people 
enact this law, and execute it, the carrying of 


concealed weapons will be one of the greatest | 


of offences,—duels will be prevented, or if they 
take place, those who are concerned in them 
will be severely punished,—assaults and person- 
al violence will be considered as next to murder 
in guilt, and perpetrators will be treated accord- 
ingly. 

This is the question, plainly stated, now at 
issue before the people of this State. It is press- 
ed to decision by the bold assumption on the 
part of the friends of weapons, that they have 
decided it, and that it is decided in their favor. 
It will be so decided in fact, unless the people 
show emphatically, and unmistakably that it is 
not so, and compel these blusterers to appear 
before the laws for their redress of grievances, 
or be summarily punished for taking the matter 
into their own hands. The question is 
the reign of the pistol and the knife, or the reign 
of law. Are you ready for the question?

Teachers’ Coavention at Benicia. 


The State Superintendent of Public Schools 
has issued a call for a Teachers’ Institute, to be 
held at Benicia,on the 12th of August. It 
is to be hoped that Boards of Education and 
School Committees qill respond to the call, by 
granting all teachers under their control a week’s 
vacation, and that every teacher in the State 
will attend the convention. The convention 
should have been called in San Francisco, where 
the proceedings could be reported and sent out 
all over the State ; but an enthusiastic meeting 
wherever held, may accomplish a great deal.— 
There is a pressing necessity for the convention. 
The organization of a system of public schools 
for our Jtate has hardly commenced. Outside 
of our largejcities there is hardly a free com- 
mon school. Quartz mills are numerous : 
school-houses few. Politicians are plentiful as 
grasshoppers in their season ; but earnest work- 
ers in educational interests, as sparsely scattered 
as “ law and order” men in the mountains.— 
The people favor public schools, but their in- 
terest needs to be systematized and directed 
There is money enough ; only the people’s el- 
bows want jogging. ‘Politicians have tinkered 
away on school laws to little or no purpose ; it 
is time that teachers should go to work in earn- 
est. The Convention, we are glad to know, is 
to be strictly a Teachers’ meeting, for the dis- 
cussion of the practical issues of the day. It 


too often happens that :tinerant talkers monopo- 


lize the time of such meetings ; that transcen- 
dental geniuses, afflicted with a flow of nonsense, 
try to palm themselves off as the learned owls of 
education. We are glad to learn that such 
“ outside” retailers of second-hand “ old clothes” 
will receive a quzetus in the coming meeting. 

But what good will result from the Conven- 
tion, says some tough practical ist. What good? 
Good every where, and every way. Such con- 
ventions have galvanized the lifeless schools of 
the East, and sent a living thrill of enthusiasm 
through their teachers. Associated effort is 
the great engine of the times in every thing.— 
The Convention must draw up a short, stirring 
circular, an earnest appeal to the people, to be 
published in every paper in the State. It must 
decide upon and recommend the best modern 
text-books to be used in the schools of the State. 
The floating character of our population de- 
mands a uniform series for the State. Many of 
our schools are using the books cast out of 
Eastern schools years ago. A good text-book 
is next in importance to a good teacher.— 
“ Smith's Productive Grammar”—prodactive 
of grammatical dullness alone Webster’s old 
Speller” and “ Murray’s Grammar,” bear the 
same relation to modern books, that an old 
„Queen's Arm” does to a Sharpe's Rifle. Sweep 
all such rubbish out of school. Teachers should 
be the judges of their own tools. 

Arrangements must be made for a regularly 
organized Teacher’s Institute, to be held next 
year. The State should make an appropriation to 
aid the movement. Let the teachers urge it 
upon the attention of the next Legislature — 
The teachers ought to make strenuous efforts to 
secure the nomination of an able man for the 
next State Superintendent. In the election of 
that officer, political principles and affinities 
should be disregarded. If there is a public ap- 
athy in educational matters, let not teachers fold 
their hands in listlessness, and grumble about it. 
The office of the true teacher is to move public 
opinion. He must influence men as well as lit- 
tle boys. His work is only begun in the school. 
room: his broadest sphere of action is among 
parents. The pedagogue isa fixture of the desk : 
the true teacher a living being, moving among 
men. Stir up the people. They have money 
enough to sustain schools ;—talk to them till 
they can’t help giving it. Let the teachers go 
to the convention. Let them flock together as 
mivers rush to “ rich diggings” they may make 
a strike. There is a broad field to prospect.’— 
Let the ladies go as well as the gentlemen. 
Teachers go to the Convention; gather strength 
from union ; have a sociable time, and go then 
back to the busy school-reom refreshed and in- 
vigorated in mind and soul. ge**.

Report of of the — Investigating Com- 
mittee of of Congress 

The Committee close their report by the state- 
ment that the following facts and conclusions 
are established by the sworn and voluminous 
testimony submitted. 

First That each election in the Territory 
held under the organic or alleged Territorial 
law has been carried by organized invasions 
from the State of Missouri, by which the peo- 
ple of the Territory have been prevented from 
exercising the rights secured to them by the or- 
ganic law. 

Second—That the alleged Territorial Legis- 
lature was an illegally-constituted body, and 
had no power to pass valid laws and their enact- 
ments are therefore null and void. 

. Third—That these alleged laws have not, as 
a general thing, been used to protect persons and 
property, and to punish wrong, but for unlawful 


purposes. 

Fourth—That the election under which the 
sitting Delegate, John W. Whitefield, holds 
his seat, was not held in pursuance of any valid 
law, and that it should be regarded only as the 
expression of the choice of those resident citi- 
zens who voted for him. 

Fifth—That the election under which the con- 


testing delegate, Andrew H. Reeder, claims his 


seat, was not held in pursuance of law, and that 
it should be regarded only as the expression of 
the choice of the resident citizens who voted for 
him. 

Sixth—That Andrew H. Reeder received a 
greater number of votes of resident citizens than 
John W. Whitefield, for Delegate. 

Seventh—That in the present condition of 
the Territory, a fair election cannot be held 
without a new census, a stringent and well- 
guarded election law, the selection of impar- 
tial judges, and the presence of United States 
troops at every place of election. 

Eighth—That the various elections held by 
the people of the Territory preliminary to the 
formation of the State Government, have been 
as regular as the disturbed condition of the Ter- 
ritory would allow ; and that the Constitution 


passed by the Convention held in pursuance of 


said elections, embodies the will of a majority of 
the people. 

As it is not the province of your Committee 
to suggest remedies for the existing troubles in 
the Territory of Kansas, they content themselves 
with the foregoing statement of facts.

him, The writer met him in 1842, at the 
house of a clergyman in Western Massa- 
chasetts. One could not be with him with- 
out feeling that he was a holy man, bearing 
about with him the atmosphere of heaven.

I heard him preach several times. His 
sermons contained many beautiful illustra- 
tions of truth contained in his text, and 
were full of Christ. He scatters terrible,” 
said a would-be critic in the congregation.

On one occasion he related the following 
incident : He went to the house of a young 
man of wealth, on an evening when the 
brilliant parlors were filled with sons and 
daughters of fashion.

Nelson, the Lord Jesus stood in this 
room, and you knew it was the Lord Jesus, 
and he should look kindly on you, and 
stretch out his hand toward you, and should 
say ‘Come unto me, all ye that labor and 
are heavy-laden, and I wlil give you rest,’ 
what would you do?“ “I would go to him, 
and fall down before him, and ask him to 
save me,” was the reply. 

“Bat what if your gay companions were 
in the room, and they should point and 
laugh at you?” “I should not care for 
that. I should go to the Lord Jesus.” 

“ Well, the Lord is really in this room, 
though you cannot see him, and he stretches 
out his hand to you, and says ‘ Come unto 
me; and you should — what he says 
in his letter, the Bible, as much as though 
you heard the words.” Soon after this con- 
versation, he had the pleasure of meeting 
this young man at the table of the Lord.
